D. Evans, chairman. The report 
said that the committee met with 
G. L. Manning, managing- 
director of the Office Specialty, 
Mr, Lato, tho contractor, and 
Alex. McKenzie, M.P.P., to con- 
sider cleaning out the pond, the 
cost and planning and develop- 
ment. In the discussion, the 
committee said it felt that the 
lake, as it was, was not more 
than ten percent efficient as fire 



protection. "In discussing the 
question from the point of plan- 
ning and development and beau- 
tifying, with possibilities of boat- 
ing, fishing and park areas with 
Mr. McKenzie, he agreed that 
Fairey Lake had great possibil-

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H. W. Theaker Has Active 
40 Years In Mount Albert 



ZEPHYR 



Mount Albert— H. W. (Wes) 
Theaker, Mount Albert, gives 
little heed to the slogan "it pays 
to advertise". His business is 
satifactorily maintained by that 
intangible something which mon- 
ey cannot buy — the goodwill of 
the people of the district in 
which he has always lived. 
Neither he, nor his father before 
him ever troubled to erect the 
customary signs. The middle 
door of his large double shop I 
bears the name Theaker's in! 
small gilt letters and only two 
words, The Chapel, are incised in 
the neat stone face of his fun- 
eral home. 

Besides being the community's 
kindly and efficient undertaker. 
Mr. Theaker has been selling 
furniture and general merchan- 
dise on the sloping main street 
for 40 years, a record which 
makes him dean of Mount Al- 
berts businessmen. 

His father, the late,. Allen 
Theaker, came to the village 60 
years ago and 189? bought out 
Ernest H. Brooks who had a 
furniture and undertaking es- 
tablishment in what is now the 
Mount Albert Hardware store. 
Fourteen years later, the Theak- 
ers moved across the road to the 
present spacious premises and 
enlarged their stock to include 
chinaware and general merchan- 
dise. The next major change 
took place in 1918 when all 
their horse-drawn equipment 
was replaced by motors. In 1944 
Mr. Wes Theaker built the dig- 
nified, modern funeral ■ chapel 
which is matched by a handsome 
ambulance and funeral equip- 
ment. 



Memories Of The Past 

Mr. Theaker has garnered a 
rich fund of reminiscences over 
the years, but particularly likes 
to recall the horse and buggy 
days when, as a lad, he began to 
help his father. There were two 
hotels on the main street then 
and Hnigh and Sons Woollen 
Mill was the town's big industry. 
It gave employment to ten men 
and used wool bought from lo- 
cal farmers to manufacture horse 
blankets and horse collar checks 
of high quality. 

Several times a year he used 
to haul mattresses from the 
factory at Bradford, stopping 

each way to pay toll at the gate 



between Bradford and Holland 
Landing. The charge was 25 
cents return for a team and light 
wagon. The mattresses were 
filled with curled marsh hay. 
As the time went on they were 
improved by the addition of a 
layer of felt over the hay. 

Sometimes he drove with his 
father to the Standard Bank at 
Stouffville and they often had a 
month's receipts cached between 
them in the buggy. It was a 
three-hour trip there and back. 

Now most of the mattresses 
that Mr. Theaker sells are spring 
filled and many of his custom- 
ers are the children and grand- 
children of those he first served 
as a boy. The" hotels have dis- 
appeared and the woollen milt 
closed in 1908. It .could not 

compete with the cheaper, shod- 
dy filled, imported goods. 

In 1900 the Sovereign Bank 
was induced to open a branch in 
Mount Albert and many shares 
of bank stock w'ere sold in the 
neighborhood. Eight years later 
the Sovereign Bank failed and 
local investors were called upon 
to meet the double liability. 
Somehow the community man- 
aged to weather this financial 
^catastrophe, but «Mr. Theaker 
remembers it as an anxious time. 
The district is now served by a 
branch of the Dominion Bank 
with Murray Roberts as manag- 
er. (D.M.F.)

Despite the seemingly increas- 
ed cost of services, plus better 
service demanded, the tax rate 
in the twp. of Whitchurch for 
1948 will not be advanced ser- 
iously. The general rate is in- 
creased one and two-tenths mills 
for 1948 over the rate that pre- 
vailed in 1947. Council struck 
the new rate last week. The 
county rate is advanced three- 
tenths of a mill and the high 
school area rate is two nulls. 
This is the first area levy and 
replaces a high school tax of 1.7 
mills, an increase of three- 
tenths. ; 

To those fates are added the 
public school trustees* levy 
whleh varies in the different 
school sections. Thus the over- 
all increase in taxes (exclusive 

of trustee rates) is a mill and a 

$alf. 

The secondary school rate was 
itnzck at two mills for that part 
of the twp. lying outside the 
Aurora school area, so that there 
will be a like tax for secondary 
education all over the twp. Next 
year the Stouffville-Markham- 

Whitchurch H.S. area will be in 
operation since it becomes effec- 
tive January 1, 1949. 

Deputy-Reeve Logan said he 
feared police costs were getting 
out of bounds. "1 protest the 
mileage," said Mr. Logan. Aside 
from the lake areas, there is no 
more crime than last year, but 
police costs are much higher. 

Reeve Evans said crime had to 
be stopped. "We get a lot of 
taxes from the lakes. In return 
we provide them roads and pol- 
icing. We pay Chief Watts $2,- 
250 per year, plus seven cents 
mileage," he said. Mileage ac- 



count for July was under discus- 
sion. The clerk said it would 
cost more to turn policing over 
to the province.

Logan and Councillor L. J, Harp- 
er, Stouffville veterans who are 
building a hall in the twp. were 
granted $25. This will meet 
payment of building permit and 
other tax which the twp. could 
not relieve the veterans from.

Organic matter greatly in- 
creases the available plant food 
in the soil, (chemical). The 
minerals in the soil must be in 
an available form before they 
arc useful to the plant and the 
chemical action is greatly In- 
creased by the humus content.

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Our gardens ore generally 
subjected to a rather intensive 
cultivation program and the 
more the garden soil is cultivat- 
ed the foster the organic matter 
is burned up. Of course, our 
best and most quickly available 
source is farm manure. This, if 
available, may be applied at the 
rate of 20-30 tons per acre per 
year. However, manures vary 
considerably in their composi- 
tion and all ore likely to require 
supplemental applications of fer- 
tilizer material to maintain a 
proper balance of plant food. 

What I hove said above Is with 
the supposition that the garden 
is already naturally well drain- 
ed, underlain with o natural bed 
of gravel, or has been artificially 
drained by means of 4 M -tiIc laid 
to a good outlet 

Good root system cannot de- 
velop in poorly drained soils and 
without good root systems plants 
cannot make use of the plant 
food necessary for maximum 
yield. The Increased aeration 
following the removal of excess 
soil moistures stimulates bactcil- 
al activity and oxidotlon process- 
es which promote better growth 
ond higher yields. >It is said that 
the root* of a tomato plant will 
go down to o depth of 3\ Of 
course, the greater volume of the 
roots will he In the upper 6" of 
soil but some roots will go down 
through the aubsoil if the hord 
pan hits been broken up and this 
process Is greatly assisted by tno 
undfirdrainage system suggested 
olwve.

Hero is another point to re- 

member. When a green manure 

crop is plowed down, the soli Is 

no poorer or no richer in plant 

food than it wns before, unlcxe- 

tliat crop waz oleiiumo in which 

cose some nitrogen will have 

been tuUlcd through the nodules 

on the roots. What is Important, 

however, is the fact that the 

roots ond green matter of tho 

crop plowed under provides a 

impply of humiiB which puts life 

into tho soil nnd if lhto process 

to continued the fertility of that 

HOll con be increased from year 

to year. This fertility may bo 

supplemented by tho addition of 

commercial plant food in the 

form of nitrogen, phosphorus or 



potnsh or any of the minor ele- 
ments which may be required. 

To find out what minerals arc 
needed, a soil test should be 
made. Instructions as to the ap- 
proved method of taking- soil 
samples may be found on Page 
53 of the booklet entitled "Re- 
commendations for Soil Manage- 
ment and Use of Fertilizers" 
copies of which may be obtained 
from the Statistics and Publica- 
tions Branch. Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Toronto. 

Soil samples will be tested by 
the Soils Division at the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, or 
at the Vinelond Experimental 
Form, Vlneland Station. This 
analysis will also show the re- 
quirements as far as lime is 
concerned. 

In conclusion, X would like to 
say that each crop whether it be 
a vegetable or flower crop has 
its own special requirements as 
for as plant foods arc concerned 
ond it is the successful gardener 
who can make a study of the 
needs of each type or group of 
plants and supply their needs 
that is Jn the final analysis the 
champion flower or vegetable 
grower In each district. 

Finally may I repeat "Organic 
matter is tho key to soil struc- 
ture and soil structure is the 
key to yield."

So I had to go and see them of 
course!

I went east 
and was amazed at. the tangle 
of growth in that once charming 
little spot where the late Mr.. 
Smith, former manager of the 
Office Specialty who lived 
thfere where Mrs. Bacque now 
lives, had made a little summer 
house on an island, connected to 
his lawn by a little rustic bridge. 
We used to often visit that de- 
lightful spot, especially as it was 
popular for garden parties.

Profusion Of Growth 

Honestly, you'd not think it 
possible to see in the heart of our 
town such a tangle of vines, wild 
apple trees, choke cherries, ced- 
ars and heaps of other trees, 
small and large, that adorn the 
banks of the pond and the once 
charming basin called Dutch- 
man's Bay.

The 
equipment they used was either made by themselves or 
borrowed from Toronto. Thousands fish, or swim, or 
boat hourly on Lake Simcoe. Fatalities on the lake are 
a constant threat. And what precautions are taken by 
the authorities? One six-foot drag. Is there a more 

damning indictment of irresponsibility than this? 

With, the exception of boats ordered out on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday by the county police, at the ex- 
. ponse of the county, dragging operations were done by 
volunteers. Professional boatmen forfeited the patron- 
age of their customers, spent their own money for gas 
and oil, knowing they had no claim against county or 
municipal authorities for this public service, The 
plane which sighted the bo'dy was paid for privately 
after the county had refused to accept the cost.

Lake Simcoe is one of the largest summer resorts 
in Ontario. Yet along the south-east shore at least 
there is no form of administration on the water, no 
life-guard stations, no supervision of the thousands of 
craft which use the lake. Public launches are inspected 
by federal authorities but there is no policing of private 
craft. Boats for hire are not inspected for their safety. 
The ability of customers to handle themselves on the 
water is not questioned except on the initiative of the 
livery operators. 

The question is: How long is this to last, this 
trust in luck and the willingness of private citizens to 
assume public duties without compensation, as a sub- 
stitute for a proper life-guard service?

Here is a most pressing need for joint action by 
all municipalities bordering the lake. Not only are 
life-saving stations required where appropriate, but all 
craft on the lake should Jte licensed for sea-worthiness. 
A small license fee for each boat would finance this, 
or alternatively, a charge against lake properties. 
Surely the few dollars it would cost the individual are 
worth the guarantee of protection upon the water. 

A coroner's verdict on another death on the water 
not long ago pointed out the lack of life-saving facili- 
ties. It was ignored. Now another death has under- 
lined the same inadequacies. How many more deaths 
are necessary before there is action? 
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Down Unionville way, a Danish couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Madscn, had a "folk festival" at their Cherry Hill 
Farm on Saturday with folk dancing, singing, instrumental 
music and group games whiling away the day and a bonfire 
at night winding up the festivities. Sirch activities are 
sometimes treated as "foreign notions" by the sturdy in- 
dividualists around the county, but they have forfcotten that 
their forefathers, regardless of origin, spent a lot of time 

doing the very thing the Mad* 
sens are seeking to revive. . 

The Madscns arc a colorful 
pair. The editor met them in the 
pre-war years when there was 
only a little of the present in- 
terest in community recreation.

The History of Bogarttown 









Bigger Than Newmarket By 1850 









By ELMER STARR 

The editor is indebted to Elmer Starr for his history of the "Hamlet off Bogarttown* 1 which Mr. 
Starr completed after considerable research. The "History", too lengthy to be printed in one ts&ae, 



is printed as a weekly series. .This is the fifth of the series. 

• 

In the 60's of the 19th century a few of the deeply 
religious inhabitants felt the urge to do something for the 
so-called careless and indifferent, so a Sunday-school was 
started and was held in the schoolhouse and was designated 
as Bogarttown Union Sabbath school. It served young and 
old, rich and poor, wise and foolish, few or many (some* 
times the attendance being in the lower 'teens and some- 
times more than 160) for about three-quarters of a century. 

Many of tho names mentioned in 
tho public school records also 
appear in those of -the B.U.S.S. 

• * 

And so from n small begin- 
ning of a few log cabins and a 
sawmill, Bogarttown grew and 
grow so rapidly that by 1850 she 
boasted more and better mills, 
more and better homes and res- 
idences than her rival village of 
Newmarket, and was doing a 
larger volume of business, but in 
1057 the Canadian Northern 
Hailway was built from Toronto 
north and passing through New- 
market gave that village a boost 
which surely put it on the map 
and gave Bogarttown n setback 
from which she never fully re- 
covered though St made many 
attempts, the most spectacular 
being tho obtaining of a post 
office about the year 1890 with 
Fred Brilllngcr as postmaster, 
but rural free delivery becom- 
ing common, Bogartown post of- 
fice, like many of the little 
country post offices, passed into 
history. 






Appendix A: Since writing the 
foregoing, information has come 
to hand from Charles M. Haight 
that the original schoolhouse of 
S.S. No. 3 was located on the 
south-east corner of his father's 
farm, being the* farm how own- 
ed by George Hunt, lot 28, con. 
3, Whitchurch. This schoolhouse 
was burned in 1856 hut the writ- 
er has a vivid recollection of a 
part of the picket fence that 
surrounded the yard. 

However, such was the effec- 
lency of the school board and 
such tho dispatch and thorough- 
ness of the artisans and workmen 
of that day that a new building 
was erected and equipped that 
tho school chllden lost little If 
any of the school year, tho new 
building being ready for use by 
the end of summer holidays, and 
so carefully did they build that 
when. making excavations for a 
basement nearly 80 years later, 
when a land slide caused tho 
foundation under the north end 
to cave In for the entire width 
of the building, the wall remain- 
ed Intact, not a brick being mis- 
placed.

E. Smith, M.P. for North York, 
says: I have your inquiry re- 
garding the late Senator John- 
ston who was born at Bogart- 
town In York county.

Beth has had to learn every* 
thing the hard way. Fortunate- 
ly for Beth, her parents were en- 
dowed with considerable com- 
mon sense. They didn't over- 
protect her; neither did they ne- 
glect or discard her. They loved 
her unselfishly and wanted to do 
everything that was best for 
their daughter's happiness. 
They decided early that she 
should be helped to do for her- 
self as preparation for independ- 
ence in later life. With that one 

thought in mind, they helped her, 

showing her little things to do>

could do everything if she tried 

long enough. 

Pride of achievement is a 

strong incentive and Beth glor- 
ies in it. She is always eager 
to master something new. 

More than anything else just 
new; Beth, at ten years of age, 
wants to talk so everyone can 
understand her. Her speech 
teacher has spent extra hours 
with her because she is so eager 
to talk and tries so hard. Beth 
has learned to raise her tongue 
by means of a spatula to obtain 
the sounds that require tongue 
and upper mouth contact. She 

spends most of. her free time 
practicing reading aloud by 
means of her little spatula. 

■Little souls such as Beth are 
not to be pitied, but rather *6 be 
congratulated on their good for- 
tune. Pity may well be saved 
for that great mass of special 

children; far less severely handi- 
capped, who aren't given the ad- 
vantages of the training they 
must have in order to lead self- 
respecting, useful and independ- 
ent lives within their commun- 
ity.
